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PROFILE: PIER CARLO BONTEMPI 


So Rich eB 


For nearly two decades, Pier Carlo Bontempi 
has led a small studio of traditional practi- 
tioners whose work emulates the exqui- 

site architecture for which Italy is known.

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The Italian studio of Pier Carlo Bontempi brings traditional building to 
places where it has been forgotten and others where it is celebrated anew.

or Pier Carlo Bontempi, architecture has always had a magical quality. As a boy, he was 
enthralled by a local architect who had the mystical talent, according to Bontempi, of 
growing several varieties of fruit on a single tree bough. A colleague of Bontempi's 


father, the elderly architect once gave a mason a memorable dressing down. After the 
mason had scoffed that a particular plan was not constructible, Bontempi recalls, “this 
elderly man of failing health took off the black jacket he wore all year-round, rolled up the sleeves of 
his white shirt, took the trowel in hand, and executed perfectly what the mason had said was impos- 
sible? He then said to the builder, “Remember that an architect is a mason who has studied Latin." 


Bontempi was awed. 


Only later, after Bontempi had studied both Latin and architecture, did he learn that the architects quote was attributed 
to Adolf Loos. Still, the spell had been cast, and Bontempi embarked on an architectural career whose projects often evoke 
the magical feeling of his Italian upbringing. From a Classical villa near Parma in northern Italy to a town center in north- 
ern France, Bontempi brings the spirit of Italian and European tradition to a continent that has often moved away from it. 
His firm has designed traditional public buildings, undertaken urban-planning efforts and feasibility studies, collaborated with 
renowned traditional architects, and even crafted spare, elegant furniture as a side effort. 

Bontempi was born in Fornovo Taro, a picturesque town not far from Parma, and much of his work focuses on this region. 
He studied architecture at the University of Florence at a time when the faculty was far outnumbered by the students, which 
was exhilarating but made individual instruction nearly impossible. “At Florence University I didn’t learn much architecture, 
but with this number of people I learned to get along in life" Bontempi says. “What architecture I did learn was from Adolfo 
Natalini [a traditional architect based in Florence] and, above all, from the extraordinary experience of my father, who knew 
the techniques of traditional construction better than any university professor.” 

Not surprisingly, Bontempi’s work is inspired by the beauty of his surroundings, but he is also driven by what he sees as 
the “desolation of much Modernist architecture.” At the 1980 Venice Biennale, Bontempi was impressed by the work of tra- 
ditionalists Léon Krier and Maurice Culot, but at the time they were focused only on theoretical discussions and hypotheti- 
cal drawings, in his view. A 1987 visit to Quinlan Terry’s then-nearly-completed Richmond Riverside scheme in London, 
however, convinced Bontempi that neo-traditional architecture was achievable, even in a modern society. 

“In Italy, for 3,000 years we continued to build a fantastic masterpiece formed of the fusion of architecture and land- 
scape,” he says. "In the 60 years following World War II, we have done everything to destroy that masterpiece with the aid of

buildings alien to tradition. Unfortunately we still live in a post-war atmosphere, 
both of widespread desire for obligatory novelty at all costs and of amnesia with 
regards to our great qualities in the field of urbanism and architecture.” 


Concrete Experience 

After serving on several faculties — at the University of Florence, the Ecole Speciale 
d’Architecture in Paris, the Syracuse University of New York in Florence, the 
Staatliche Akademie der Bildenden Künste in Stuttgart, and the Prince of Wales's 
Institute of Architecture in London — Bontempi has turned his attention to his 
own private practice, which he founded in 1988. Early projects focused on historic 
restoration, which Bontempi says helped him to learn to build correctly (the stu- 
dio still takes preservation projects on an occasional basis). 

“Although I no longer teach, it is an activity that fascinates me greatly because 
it gives me a sense of continuity,’ Bontempi says. “I experience this with my young 
assistants to whom I endeavor to transmit my experience. I find that teaching must 
always be linked to aspects of concrete experience. One thing I often say when 
correcting an assistant is that the best way to correct is to start over.” 

Only in the last ten years has his small studio, located in the town of Gaiano 
in the hills near Parma, honed its current focus on traditional new construction. 
The studio has garnered several awards, including an Italian national award for 
Bontempi' plan for the restoration of Parma’s historic center in the 1980s — which 
was never built, to his consternation — and the second-place prize in the Marsham 
Street Urban Design Competition in London in 1996. In 1998 Bontempi received 
the European Prize for the Reconstruction of the City in Brussels and two years 
later delivered the prestigious John Burgee Annual Lecture at the University of 
Notre Dame. 

In 2001, Bontempi received a Charter Award from the Congress for the New 
Urbanism (CNU) for a new spa town in northern Italy, and his ideals remain close- 
ly tied to the New Urbanist philosophy. “Pier Carlo Bontempi is one of the few 
European architects whose body of work conforms seamlessly with the principles 
of New Urbanism;" says Dhiru A. Thadani, АТА, а CNU board member and prin- 
cipal at Ayers/Saint/Gross Architects + Planners. “Тһе work is contextual, inven- 
tive, and respectful of time-honored urban design ideology.” 


Designed in collaboration with Dominique Hertenberger, Bontempi sought 

to evoke a Roman amphitheatre at the Place de Toscane. Each building is 
distinguished from the others through color and detail, yet the cumulative 
effect is of a traditional European urban space. 


Although Bontempi has found much success in his native Italy, he is chagrined 
at what he sees as a widespread repudiation of tradition. “The fact that almost all of 
Italy’s cities and towns possess intact historic centers represents both an advantage 
and a disadvantage.” he says. “While they provide excellent models for traditional 
urbanism, they also mitigate the ugliness of the suburbs, thus reducing the poten- 
tial motivation for architects and planners to compensate for that ugliness.” 


Italian Vernacular 

In Fornovo Taro, a large white villa rises dramatically from the surrounding grape 
vineyards, notable for its large loggia topped with a classical Greek pediment. 
Although it looks like it has stood for centuries, the villa is the centerpiece of a 
new winery, complete with guest quarters, designed by Studio Bontempi. The 
building is carefully situated to maximize views of the surrounding fields and a 
winding country road. The formality of the main villa is tempered by the rustic 
guest quarters and support buildings made of brick and stone, which capture the 
local Italian vernacular. 

“Maybe in the United States it is quite usual to build such a villa in the mid- 
dle of the vines with pleasant hill views, but in Italy not at all?’ Bontempi says. “In 
the Italian landscape those kinds of large, traditional new buildings are out of the 
ordinary, while they should be the most natural thing, nearly a must. Unfortunately 
we've gotten used to building materials such as iron, glass, and cement.” 

Traditional materials form the basis of Bontempi’s plan for Fonti di Matilde, the 
spa town that won the CNU Charter Award (in collaboration with alumni from the 
Prince of Wales’s Institute). Bontempi garnered the prize based on his watercolor 
drawings, but his plans are now being executed in the hills above Reggio Emilia, a 
northern Italian city known for its sulfur springs. The design calls for a small town

consideration that Bontempi says might be second nature in the United States but remains unusual in con- 


temporary Italy. 
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consisting of about 30 houses, a modest church and a central 
piazza with a hotel and spa. The town is bisected by a bending 
road that breaks the wind rolling off the surrounding hills. In 
Bontempis design, the slope of the site is exploited to conceal 
parking behind the retaining wall that marks the town's edge. 

“I believe the CNU appreciated this for its successful 
integration with the surrounding landscape and the topogra- 
phy of the site, and because it does not mar the landscape but 
embellishes it,’ Bontempi states. “I am hugely fascinated by 
the phenomenon of New Urbanism because, growing day by 
day, it has been able to successfully re-propose authoritative 
models of the historic town without being accused of back- 
tracking. This is a sign of great freedom, which, in constrained 
Europe, has difficulty existing" At the same time, Bontempi 
finds that some New Urbanist projects focus solely on plan 
design and overlook “the quality and the atmosphere” of the 
architecture. "For me, urban planning and architecture are 
profoundly linked with one another,” he says. “The beauty of 
a place is born of the fusion of these two aspects." 

In the historic center of Fornovo Taro, near the town's 
Romanesque cathedral, Studio Bontempi sought to recon- 
struct a section of the Via Collegati, a primary thoroughfare 
that was damaged during World War II and whose buildings 
were reconstructed in a postwar pastiche. The studio has 
designed a new block that contains a large interior courtyard, 
with facades, stairwells, volumes and windows more closely 
mimicking the town's modest and traditional Italianate build- 
ing style. The firm, working with Maurice Culot, has also 
replaced an abandoned school in Fornovo Taro with a new 
block of three mixed-used buildings, extending an existing 
garden to help define the space. 

“This project not only addressed the problem of 1950s 
design flaws but also the fact that sections of the town were 
missing [as a result of World War II];" Bontempi says. “I re- 
constructed an entire block, eliminating the 1950s patchwork 
and restoring the coherence between the buildings and their 
architectural character." 


Studies Abroad 

Although Pier Carlo Bontempi primarily works in his native 
land, he has increasingly brought his traditional sensibilities to 
urban-planning projects in other parts of Europe as well as North 
America. In a central-city district of Val d'Europe in northern 
France, for example, Bontempi collaborated with Dominique 
Hertenberger to create a plan for the Place de Toscane, a mixed- 
use block of buildings around an elliptical piazza, complete with 
an obelisk and fountain, which he says is reminiscent of a Roman 
amphitheatre. Today, the project is completely built, and Bon- 
tempi expresses deep satisfaction with it.

"A few days ago I was there in the evening to carry out 
trials of the street lighting;" he says. ^As the sun went down, 
the lights in the windows of the houses came on one by one. 
I could glimpse the occupants going about their business 
and from time to time they went to the windows to look out 
onto the piazza. In that instant I immodestly considered that 
the beauty of this urban space was able to offer the inhabi- 
tants a moment of peace and tranquility, and this gave me 
great pleasure." 

In Florida, Bontempi is currently working on a small 
piazza — or piazzetta, as he calls it — at Seaside, the renowned 
New Urbanist community. Designed in concert with archi- 
tect Victor Deupi, the beachfront space is defined by the 
arcades of two new public buildings, through which one can 
glimpse the sea. The inspiration, Bontempi says, was the 
piazzetta that connects St. Mark's Square in Venice to the 
water' edge. Farther north in Alberta, Canada, Bontempi has 
joined several architecture firms — including Léon Krier, 
Urban Design Associates of Pittsburgh, PA, and a Canadian 
firm called Civic Design — to design a large group of build- 
ings in the city of Canmore, high in the Canadian Rockies. 

Yet Bontempi is happiest when he is back in the hills of 
northern Italy, drawing inspiration from the crowded streets 
and modest rooflines of the region's historic cities. As a youth, 
he had sat enthralled at the knee of an elderly architect who 
inspired good design, hard work and perseverance. As an adult, 
he bows to the masters of Italys exquisite architecture, whose 
work he celebrates, emulates and preserves. “Looking ahead,” 
says Bontempi, “I want to undertake a new project — who 
knows where except that it must be in Italy — in which I wish 
to intervene in total harmony with this surrounding environ- 
ment, so rich in natural and man-made beauty.” тв

Raising Standards 


EACH YEAR TRADITIONAL BUILDING HOLDS A ROUNDTABLE DISCUSSION ON A TOPIC OF CURRENT AND ENDURING INTEREST TO ITS 
audience of design professionals. For 2007, the topic is additions to historic buildings and neighborhoods. 

This roundtable had its genesis іп a review of Paul Spencer Byard' seminal The Architecture of Additions: Design and Regulation in the August 2005 
issue of Traditional Building. The author and the reviewer, Steven W. Semes, exchanged critiques in the following issue and then presented a debate 
at the Traditional Building Exhibition and Conference in Chicago in April 2006 and again as part of the National Civic Art Society's symposium, 
“Architecture of the Whole: Additions to Existing Buildings and Neighborhoods,” in Washington, DC, in October 2006. 

We brought Professors Byard and Semes together again, along with another participant at the symposium, Robert D. Loversidge, for a discus- 
sion centered on specific projects and what they can teach us about appropriate responses to historic buildings and urban fabric.

Paul Byard: | was recently at the New York Landmarks Preservation Foundation 
Forum. They had on the same bill, talking about renovations to older buildings, 
Steven Holl, Bernard Tschumi and Thom Mayne. I don’t know how they got all 
three of them on the podium together. The work was so satisfying and just seemed 
so natural, and so imaginative and so full of adventure, and so nice for the old 
buildings. “What’s all the fuss about” was my reaction. The architectural imagina- 
tion has been working for millennia, and has been coming up with wonderful 
things over and over and here were three really top-class designers. Thom Mayne 
didn’t have anything specifically that seemed to be on our subject, but Tschumi had 
Le Fresnoy [National Studio for the Contemporary Arts, Tourcoing, France] which 
is just wonderful. He then showed Lerner Hall [at Columbia University, New York 
City] which everybody thought was perfectly awful — and so did he. And he admit- 
ted that he was just not very good at imitation. And then Steven Holl showed the 
Nelson-Atkins [Museum of Art in Kansas City, Missouri], which was just so humane 
and nice and I thought, “Look what we can do, look at all these wonderful possi- 
bilities and how well they work — these old buildings.” 


Steven Semes: How would you characterize the attitude they took toward the 
historic building? I’m not familiar with those projects. 


Byard: With Tschumi, where the buildings — Le Fresnoy and the arenas — were, 
there was a demolition permit and they were supposed to be demolished. And he 
realized that he could say, “Look, don’t demolish them because we can use the vol- 
umes, we are never going to be able to look forward to build volumes that big, so 
what we'll do is keep the old buildings and we'll simply put a roof over all of 
them.” And it was a wonderful perception, a basic one — that the old buildings still 
work. They are still at work and valuable. Holl’s attitude towards the Nelson-Atkins 
was perfectly wonderful. The brief of the competition said you must obscure one 
of the facades. He said, "Why do I have to do that? I don’t want to do that. I'll just 
leave it alone and put my stuff on the side in a formal response that is very nice.” 
So they were all deeply sympathetic in identifying the real value. The point simply 
was that the architectural imagination has been doing this for years. The results are 
so helpful, so enlightening. Anyway, one should just relax and enjoy it. 


Semes: I don't have a problem with that. I'm all for architectural imagination. One 
of the things I found, again going back to Paris this summer, was that architectural 
imagination is really boundless. It can go in many different directions. With the 
Nelson-Atkins projects, are the volumes linked underground? 


Byard: They are linked underground in a big long gallery and I think the elevated 
forms are essentially skylights. I mean, none of us have seen it — it's opening this 
week. One of the things that all these projects do is they really explore the possi- 
bilities of form, not just decoration, but the form as an expressive delight. And you 
start with this rather banal Classical box and you add the idea of these other Ways 
of thinking about form and the whole thing gets to be very inspiriting. 


Semes: How does this compose an ensemble in your eyes, Paul? 
Byard: Because it’s all looking at ideas about form — it’s used five little ones and 


one big one and the Classical building is just, if you will, sort of a bit stuck together 
out of boxes of its own.

Bob Loversidge: Can it be that you can respect the original building by staying 
away from it? That's what was done here. 


Byard: Exactly. And make more of it, in fact. 


Loversidge: I think it puts a lot of emphasis on the original building, rather than 
the expected response of sticking a bump on the back. 


Byard: That’s right. The rule as far as I would think is essentially the one of hier- 
archy; the where did you put the old thing in the composition. And the two of 
them are so much more interesting together than the old one. 


Michael Carey: Another project that Paul suggested that interests me is the 
Herzog & de Meuron Philharmonic Hall in Hamburg, Germany. To me, it ques- 
tions a point made earlier — the hierarchal importance of the original building. 


Loversidge: Every time you say something like that you find an exception to it 
that works. 


Carey: This is a warehouse building, obviously. 


Byard: But it’s so helpful and the warehouse building gets something to do. It gets 
to have a partner. 


Semes: It really does look like something out of Star Tiek. 


Byard: I love it. And the power of the piece is that the partnership of the pieces 
seems so appealing. 


Carey: Two things about this. Firstly the original building, which, whatever mer- 
its it may have, is not a piece of ... 


Loversidge: No, it’s not singularly spectacular. 


Byard: But the interest of it is that it’s 
very strong, and it’s very compact and 
dense, and the addition responds so nice- 
ly to those issues by being compact and 
light and sitting on the other one, where 
it can enable them to work together. 


Loversidge: What is this made of, the 
original building? Is it strong enough 
to hold up that mass? 


Byard: It shows off how strong it is. I 
suspect the addition is a translucent or 
transparent plastic, if not glass. 


Loversidge: Is there an open space? 


Byard: There is, there’s a whole reveal, 
a careful reveal between the two. 


Carey: So two things about this are the 
quality of the original building that the 
addition is being made to, but also the 
siting of it. 
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Semes: It looks like a cruise ship that’s docked. It looks like Carnival Cruises. 


Loversidge: | think that issue of quality is a tough one, because you wouldn't 
want to look at that and say it’s not a quality building. It is not a singular build- 
ing, recognizable for a purpose. But a building like this seems like it’s being adapt- 
ed to a new use that makes sense, whatever that is, and the setting allows it to. 


Semes: I think an interesting comparison would be to take that image and com- 
pare it to Jean Nouvel’s extension of the Lyon Opera, where he builds this metal 
and glass barrel vault on top of a Classical building, which is very different. The 
Lyon Opera wasn’t just a base, but a finished building, whereas the Hamburg 
building clearly is a kind of base because it’s virtually opaque and inarticulate. 


Byard: Now you remember what it looked like when it was just a full theater; 
what the hemi-cylinder, or whatever it is, does is make sense of it in a way that it 
had never been before. 

Semes: But if you look at the before pictures, it was a perfectly respectable, com- 
plete building. How do you have a dialogue between two things that don’t have a 
common language? I think that’s a difficult question. 

Byard: They do, because form is common to both. 

Semes: But what do we mean by form? 

Byard: There’s a regular box, articulated in a certain way, then there’s a fascinating... 
Loversidge: Do you think these two things have a dialogue with each other? 
Semes: I think they have a dialogue in the same way that “yes” and “no” could 
have a dialogue. In other words we have thesis and antithesis but we don’t have 
synthesis. In my eyes, I see a confrontation, I don’t see a conversation. 
Loversidge: I don’t see it as a confrontation at all. 

Semes: It's hard to judge by the model, I mean who knows? 

Byard: It’s very easy to judge. That’s what you are going to see. 

Loversidge: Well, I think the compatibility here is massing and I think the mass- 
ing is so strong. First of all, the original building is mass, that’s what it is, and I think 
that the addition is mass too, and it's a different sense of mass. It's lighter, but it's 


feels good there. Not a very good architectural term I suppose! I think its com- 
fortable — it looks like it belongs there.

Semes: Something I’m writing about now, so something I’m very much interested 
in, is the way in which the 19th century used architecture as an emblematic means 
to forward certain social, religious, political or cultural programs. We saw it in Italy 
in the 1930s, where Mussolini used Roman antiquity and its appearance as a kind of 
emblem of the new empire that he wanted to create. Napoleon did exactly the same 
thing by bringing Roman antiquity and Egyptian antiquity to Paris to represent a 
new empire that would last as long and, of course, Hitler did the same thing. 


Loversidge: Jefferson did the same thing here. 


Semes: Jefferson chose the Roman republican temple because he wanted to pose 
the idea that American architecture would now reflect the ideals of the Roman 
republic and ideals and so on. This is fascinating to me and it seems to me we аге 
still doing it. We are still doing it, but I think it gets us into some problems. I rec- 
ognize that we're not going to stop doing it, but I’m interested in whether we can 
have a more critical and conscious view of what we're doing because, both positive- 
ly and negatively, it has the potential to verge into a kind of a prejudice if its uncrit- 
ical. One could say “if you make a grid, grid equals rationalism, equals justice, equals 
democracy,” or one could say “columns equal slavery, equals oppression.” People do 
make these kinds of connections and I think thats very dangerous. 


Loversidge: These are individual elements, where some of the other examples you 
were giving were more of a whole package, a whole style package. The Gothic 
Revival has all these things, and you can adapt them, perhaps, to some modern use, 
maybe not successfully, but you can adapt them. The Greek Revival says government. 


Semes: Or democracy. I mean Allan Greenberg has a new book called The Archi- 
tecture of Democracy and it is essentially about the Georgian and Greek Revival styles. 
And in the 1830s and ’40s people took very seriously the idea that a 
Greek Revival farmhouse was a sort of evocation of the age of Pericles 
and I think, in a way, it kind of blinded them. Neither the Gothic 
Revival nor the Greek Revival really created an urban vernacular 
because they were so fixated on the iconic image of the temple or the 
cathedral. They didn’t really study actual Greek architecture to find out 
how you made a city and it’s very hard to just take little temples and 
march them down a street. Of course the Greeks didn’t do that. 


Byard: We do it. 


Semes: We do it all the time, and that’s what I’m interested in. How 
do we take that emblematic meaning and kind of balance it by look- 
ing at the actual architectural language? What was it really trying to do? 


Byard: But surely one thing about Classicism is that it’s exceptionally 
time sensitive. It varies from time to time, and the Jeffersonian Clas- 
sicism has nothing to do with the Beaux Arts Classicism. 


Semes: One can’t assume... 


Byard: Its whole intention is to do something different from that 
and I guess the great example, or emblem, would be the World’s 
Columbian Exposition. 


Semes: I think the idea of language is very important because you could say the 
same thing about English or French. The English of Shakespeare or Chaucer or of 
James Joyce is very different. What interests me is how something can remain the 
same but still be so different, and clearly language can do that. I think the Classical 
language certainly has proved that it can do that. I think the Gothic, to a more lim- 
ited degree, has done that. I think it’s interesting to speculate whether the language 
of the Modern movement, if we take it in terms of its origins in the '20s with Le 
Corbusier and Gropius and Wright, can also develop in the same way. How differ- 
ent can it be but still be the same? 


Byard: It has, enormously. You could say that there were certain buildings that 
wanted you to understand them because they were traditional, or you had abstract- 
ed forms that wanted you to believe that they were rational. And what has been 
extremely interesting to watch, it seems to me, is a lot of forms which aren't rely- 
ing on either being rational or being traditional but basically relying on a kind of 
personality. You see a lot of them in Dutch housing. It's really interesting because 
you'll see one neighborhood, generally a new neighborhood will have a lot of hous- 
ing, but it will also have one dominant something or other that kind of ties it all 
together; then there are some of them that have sort of rational, rectangular pieces 
piled up together; and then there are some of them that have these things that are 
described by names like “whale” or something or other. You realize that those have 
names ascribed to them in response to the kind of personality that they have 
acquired and all of a sudden your relationship is made up, not because you appre- 
ciate a geometry or a set of symbols, but because what this thing has established is 
a kind of personal relationship. It's a very different way of evolving and I think that 
does come out of the abstraction, which is the essential part of Modernism. 


Loversidge: I think the language is less precise. If you look at Classical buildings, 
you can take all of those Classical elements and find a way to get back to wooden 
structures in Greece, but the modern expression is going in more directions at 
once and it’s partly because we're going more directions at once as a society. It's 
not as orderly. 


Semes: But it’s also retrospective. It occurs to me that, with the Hamburg build- 
ing, if you look at the Herzog & de Meuron portion, aside from the material it’s 
essentially the Berlin Philharmonic Hall by Hans Scharoun, stuck on top. 


Byard: Some of it, yes. 


Semes: I think that one of the things that Гуе been speculating about is the degree 


to which so much of what is seen as avant-garde today is in fact replaying themes 
from the "20s. 


Byard: I guess it’s not really responding to what going on to say that because it’s 
really working on very some different ideas, which otherwise make no sense at all. 


Semes: But how is the Hamburg Philharmonic different from the Berlin 
Philharmonic? 


Byard: Enormously — completely different. I don't know what the seating is like 
inside, but the degree to which the Berlin Philharmonic is a kind of lump, free- 
standing lump, which couldn't be more different from something that has taken its 
geography basically from the building down below and changed it in nice ways. 
The Berlin Philharmonic is entirely made from the plan. 


Semes: But once you are working with shape it is very interesting because we're 
talking about the mass of the building as a whole. Once you're dealing with the 
shape of the building as a whole, you can change that without changing, essential- 
ly, anything else about the building. This Hamburg building, with its roofscape, is 
very similar to Scharoun’s and I think they come out of a similar impulse.

Byard: When you talk about shape, in general I think what you are talking about 
is form, and form is an expressive device. Form is a whole wonderful thing that 
was sort of opened up by the Modernists, principally. 


Semes: I actually make a distinction between those two words, and it’s not my dis- 
tinction alone. I got it from Louis Kahn, and he got it from his Beaux Arts train- 
ing. I say that shapes are things that have no parts and form is something that is 
always a composite. The example that Kahn gave was a hammer. A hammer is a 
form — it consists of a handle and a head. If you take away the handle or the head, 
it’s not a hammer anymore. The form is a composite of the two, whereas a shape 
is something like a cube or a cylinder or a molding profile. It has no parts. It's indi- 
visible, and it's interesting when we talk about buildings as shapes. The shape of the 
indivisible unit of the whole is what we're talking about. 


Byard: I think you are looking for a distinction that I would not make, and I don't 
think your distinction helps you very much. A form is a fundamental element of 
expression, from Palladio and on up. I dont think you could reduce forms per se. 


Semes: Thats exactly what I’m saying — that the difficulty with the Scharoun 
building, or the Herzog & de Meuron building, or many modern buildings, is that 
they do try to reduce form to shape by reducing the number of parts. 


Byard: Nobody is trying to reduce anything to anything, except magnificently, as form. 


Semes: The difference is that Palladio composed his wholes out of parts. Each of 
those parts is also a whole composed of parts, and it just works its way down, so 
that from the very small to the very large you're looking at a spectrum of objects 
that, depending on the scale you are looking at, are either a whole or a part of 
something else. Thats how you make a city, if you are a Renaissance architect. You 
make a building that is a whole composed of many parts, then the building is a part 
of a city, which is composed of other similar buildings — so that's the composition 
and that's the form.

Loversidge: Complexity. 


Semes: Yes, complexity and non-linear forms of order. The distinction I’m mak- 
ing is that the Herzog & de Meuron building has a very different concept of what 
а building is, compared to the one that Palladio had, for example, which is that the 
ultimate form of the building is composed of subdivisions, each of which is itself 
a whole, composed of subdivisions. And that's a very different approach from one 
which sees the whole as made up of a repeating array of identical units, like a cur- 
tain-wall, for example, that makes a crystalline, prismatic shape. They are entirely 
different ways of conceiving of buildings and I think if you put the two together, 
it’s inevitable that there going to be a sense of contrast between them. 


Loversidge: Do you think that’s the philosophical design difference or а techno- 
logical difference? атах 


Semes: I think it’s a visual difference. It comes from the difference between, let's Say, 
a still life by Chardin and one by Cezanne or Juan Gris. Cubism is the way that this 
came about in painting, where objects were no longer seen as composed forms — 
they were seen as outlines or silhouettes in undivided shapes. A lot of buildings are 
designed such that if they were the size of a cigarette lighter, you'd see it as a single 
shape without parts. Make it a 60- 
story building of the same shape and 
it’s essentially the same thing. It’s a 
single mass that has no parts, or if it 
has parts, they are identical. 


Loversidge: One of things that you 
are suggesting, I think, is that as you 
approach a Classical building that 
you are going to see the big idea 
first, and as you get closer you'll see 
more detail. 


Semes: That’s precisely correct. 


Loversidge: So why can't that hap- 
pen with contemporary buildings? 


Semes: I'm not saying that it can't, 
I'm saying it often doesn't. James 
Gleick, in his book Chaos, quotes 
Benoit Mandelbrot, the mathema- 
tician who coined the term “frac- 
tal.” Mandelbrot was trying to ex- 
plain fractals to somebody and he 
said that the universe in the Carte- 
sian days was conceived of as being 
like the Seagram Building, where it 
was made up of a kind of grid or 
organized rational array of similar 
elements that are assembled into a 
whole. The universe is now thought 
to be more like the Paris Opera, 
which is a building that, from all 
the way down the avenue, you see 
it simply as a mass with no detail. 
As you approach up the avenue you 
see more. The building reveals new 
scales. When you are halfway up the 
avenue, you the see the end pavil- 
ions and the dome and the loggia, 
independent of the mass. It starts to 
break down into its composite parts. 
As you get right in front of it you 
see all the sculpture, inscriptions, 
gold leaf and all of the angels blow- 
ing trumpets and all of that stuff, 
and when you are right at to the 
door you see the actual moldings 
around the door — so every scale 
reveals new information and yet all 
that information was embedded in 
the whole to begin with. He says 
you walk up to the Seagram Buil- 
ding and from four blocks away, 
from one block away or from 50 
feet away it isn’t actually revealing 
any new information. 


Byard: I don’t agree with that at all. 


Loversidge: With a building that has a sense of detail, one that has a sense of ele- 
gance, youre going to see the finish on the materials, the color of the glass, the ter- 
razzo or the marble or whatever the focus becomes. When I was on the AIA 
Design Awards jury we looked at some wonderful buildings. My dilemma was that 
I was on this jury as a preservation voice, to try to let the Modernists on the jury 
appreciate what we do. The personality of the jury was very accepting of that and 
in the end, I was the bad guy because there weren't any projects that had the same 
level of detail and finish and design thought in that particular pool of projects that 
some of the contemporary buildings had, which were just exquisite with smart 
walls and the sense of detail of all the pieces and parts fitting together. You know, 
we're talking about exceptional buildings, not ordinary ones, but that’s true with 
old buildings too. You can find just as many mediocre old buildings. In terms of 
unfolding approach, the building that taught me that directly was the Taj Mahal. 
I’ve been there three or four times because we’ve done work over there and it’s a 
building that’s exactly as you say; as you fly over it, it’s absolutely spectacular, and 
as you approach it from any angle you see the form, and as you get up close you 
go through the archway and you see the garden. It’s beautiful — every third step 
closer to that building you have a new sense.

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Semes: That’s exactly what I’m talking 
about. That’s a formal composition. 


Loversidge: But I don't think that it 
has to be old. 


Semes: No. І would love to see a con- 
temporary building that had that, I just 
don't know of one. 


Byard: All of them do all of the time, 
including the Seagram Building. You 
also have to put it in the context of 
what it was trying to achieve. One of 
the great things about our lifetime, or at 
least my lifetime, was that we were re- 
volted by ornamentation, because it was 
such a disguise. It was such a way of not 
saying anything. We were tired of trow- 
elling on decoration. You have to re- 
member that the point then was this is 
basically revolting. It is not saying any- 
thing that we need to know. We have a 
whole lot of problems that we do need to address and the great weapon is abstrac- 
tion and the many things to do with it, and that's behind the evolution of a new 
way of establishing a relationship between you and form. The nice thing is that we 
keep evolving. 


Loversidge: The question is then, can you get these different ideas, in a contem- 
porary sense, when we are talking about additions to old buildings, because we can 
argue that a new building by itself can have or not have all these attributes, but an 
old building evaluates its success over history. But when we have an old building 
that we have to build an addition to, I think thats a much more difficult question. 


Carey: I'd like to bring up the addition to the Carhart Mansion. This is a build- 
ing we published in Period Homes in September 2006. It's an addition to a Horace 
Trumbauer building on East 95th Street in New York City. There were two pro- 
posals: one from Beyer Blinder Belle and the one that was built, Ьу Zivkovic 
Associates with John Simpson. There is certainly a degree of articulation in the 
Beyer Blinder Belle facade and it relates to the Trumbauer building and by the 
standards of some of things we've looked at, it's not an unsuccessful addition — I 
think we'd all agree — but there is an obvious difference in the level of the way the 
addition relates to the original building. 


Loversidge: If we look at one as the addition to another, we have to ask: What is 
an addition? This looks to me like another house in the same neighborhood that 
was very, very contextually related. It isn’t clearly new, which is okay. If we're looking 
at a building that has a function that has grown — and maybe this is more institutional 
than residential — like a museum that’s going to get bigger, an office building that's 
going to get bigger, and that institution is growing and the addition is a reflection 
of that, then I think that this is less successful. 


Byard: The problem you are raising is that of the Jewish Museum in New York 
City, where Kevin Roche just did some more of it. I mean this is just sort of doing 
some more of it without making clear what's what. 


Semes: It seem to me there are four different things you can do: You can make a 
direct opposition to the building you are adding to by saying "that was then, this 
is now, this is something new"; you can try to make a kind of abstract reference, 
where you maintain certain massing, a certain shape and size but abstract elements 
and make it clear that this is a new language, but it’s somehow deferential; you can 
invent within the style, or even not the same style but a related style, where you 
say, “I’m going to create essentially a new neighbor in the same society of neigh- 
bors, without changing the rules" — and that is what this building does; and the 
fourth possibility is the Jewish Museum, where the building is just going to grow 
a new limb with its own genetic code — it’s going to extrude itself. Those are four 
entirely different strategies and all of them are useful for different projects for dif- 
ferent reasons and we shouldn't say that any of them is prohibited, nor should we 
say that any one of them is always correct. I think that one can argue about 
whether the Carhart addition was the correct strategy or not; the fact that the plan 
of these units actually spills from one house to the other does potentially create a 
sort of confusion — is it one building or two? On the other hand, I think one of 
the strong points of this new building is simply how it works urbanistically. The 
two schemes that we see here — the Beyer Blinder Belle and the Zivkovic — are 
very useful to talk about in terms of how we make that judgment. The New York 
City Landmarks Preservation Commission decided they were both acceptable, and 
I think that’s a real opening because the more we look at a broader range of choices, 
I think, the better. 


Loversidge: Right. All of these things can be done in the right spot, successfully. And 
there are certain circumstances, I think, where one or the other ofthe responses would 
be inappropriate. On certain buildings, a Frank Gehry design isn't going to work. The 
Isozaki addition to create the Center of Science and Industry in Columbus, Ohio — 
a big kind of cigar added onto a Classical high school in not much direct context —

works fine, but that wouldn't work on a state capitol, I don't think. So I think that 
those four approaches that you're talking about make a lot of sense, but we have to 
have, as always, the architectural judgment to decide what to use where. 


Byard: They are all based on deciding, fundamentally, what you want it to look 
like, not necessarily what it means and what it says. I think what is fascinating about 
the addition to the Carhart Mansion is that it is an expression of somebody in 2006 
deciding that he wanted it to look as if it had been there since 1900, and assum- 
ing this elaborate disguise. 


Semes: Actually the units sold very quickly. 
Byard: Oh, they are apartments. I see. 
Semes: They are apartments — six units. 


Byard: So the facade doesn't have anything to do with what's inside. It's just a mat- 
ter of appearance. 


Semes: But it’s also a matter of an urban presence, so it's not just a disguise. It's an 
urban stage set if you will, an extremely sensitive one. 


Byard: "Stage set" is a little too bad. 


Carey: The point Paul makes brings up a central question: What do we mean by 
resource? Is it what the building means? Is it the material of the building? The 
National Park Service certainly seems to consider the resource to be defined by 
the material. 


Semes: It’s a very materialistic view. 


Byard: That gets to be relative, but once you look at it in terms of what you learn 
from it, then you've got all sorts of possibilities of what to do. 


Semes: I think we can all three agree that a strictly material approach to the 
resource is a problem. I just came back last week from a conference in Venice, spon- 
sored by INTBAU (The International Network for Traditional Building, Archi- 
tecture & Urbanism), called “The Venice Charter Revisited? The conference 
examined the 1964 Venice Charter, which as we know was the parent of the 
Secretary of the Interiors Standards. As a matter of fact, W. Brown Morton III, the 
co-author of the standards, was there in Venice with us and talked about the way 
they very closely followed the Venice Charter. Over 60 presenters from dozens of 
foreign countries were in attendance. Virtually every continent was represented — 
people from India, Cuba, Norway, Australia and so on. Virtually everyone was in 
agreement that the materialistic view of the resource is too limiting and that what 
Paul just said, what we can learn from it, is part of the resource. So the phrase “cul- 
tural heritage” is being used widely in Europe, for example. Cultural heritage isn’t 
just the artifact, it’s also what went into the artifact. It’s the body of knowledge, the 
formal language, the technical skill, the craftsmanship. All of these things are part of 
what made that resource, and if we're serious about preserving the resource, we have 
to preserve those things that made it possible too and in many cases, those things 
are still with us or recoverable. There were people from India who were talking 
about how, in their country, they’ve been building and repairing these temples for 
5,000 years and along comes the man from UNESCO with the Venice Charter in 
hand, saying “You can’t do that, you have to build a glass box next to that temple.” 
And they say, “No we don’t, we’ve been doing this for a lot longer than you’ve 
been around.” Well this is a very interesting debate now, and it’s not just an 
American or a New York debate, it’s a global debate. What is the status of cultural 
heritage when you have so many different cultures? And can a Eurocentric, mason- 
ry-based, materialistic, pragmatic person go to Japan and tell the people there that 
they can’t rebuild the Ise Shrine again as they’ve done for centuries? Paul, I think

your discussion of meaning enters into this because if you're going to look at the 
building in terms of something more than just the bricks and mortar, then you 
have to bring other things into the discussion. 


Byard: Well, if you do look at just the bricks and mortar you're at a terrific dead 
end. The only way you can possibly move is to recognize the question of what you 
learn from it. I mean historic preservation is actually a fairly narrow discipline. 
There are all sorts of other things that go with the larger question of preservation 
— personal identity, politics and everything else — but historic preservation, the part 
that we can enforce with police power, is really concerned with what you can learn 
from a resource and how does whatever you've done to it protect what you learn 
from it and in fact expand what you learn from it? 


Loversidge: But that still has to do with the question of what is the resource we're 
preserving. Because some of them have more importance with regards to meaning 
and history. 


Byard: Thats what we're trying to do so hard in the schools, to make the ques- 
tion first of all: What does it tell you? Then the next question is: How important 
is it? And nobody asks this, because we all love old buildings so much. 


Loversidge: They must be saying something good. 

Byard: That’s right. And facts are not the same as significance, facts are something 
else. And then, how important is it? And then, whats the conflict? The other thing 
is: What's the choice that you're forcing on yourself? So some standard for the 
importance is very important and it’s very interesting to work on — but being clear 


about those things, knowing that people have not been very clear. 


Semes: I completely agree with that. 
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Byard: Significance is a combination of meaning and importance. 


Loversidge: That meaning is going to direct you or limit you in terms of where 
you should go with an addition. 


Byard: That's exactly right.

Semes: We all have those challenges, but I think there are some buildings that are 
inviolable. I don't think there should be an addition to Frank Lloyd Wright’s Unity 
Temple, necessarily, and I don’t think there should be an addition to the Pantheon. 
I think there are other buildings that are considered historic because they partici- 
pate in an urban fabric, where the individual building is less important than the 
ensemble, and those buildings have to be respected in a different way than an inter- 
nationally beloved monument would be. How you evoke respect for a building 
that is a contributing structure in a district is going to be different than the way 
you evoke respect for, say, the Ohio state Capitol. 


Byard: That’s why it is so important to try to sort out what the value is that you re 
trying to protect in the contributing building. 


Loversidge: It could be that the value is what happens in that building, and the 
ability to extend its life for another few years by adding more space is most 
important. The issue of needing space says a lot about “why additions?” The 
standards say: “Don’t even consider it unless you’ve looked at everything else.” 
Well okay, but sometimes it takes two seconds to look at everything else to real- 
ize that this building, if it’s going to survive — and if we think it’s valuable enough 
that it should survive, it shouldn’t be torn down and replaced with a bigger 
building — then we have to find an appropriate way to answer that. I think that’s 
a very rational, architectural process and not something that we should be afraid 
of as preservationists. 


Semes: But it also follows from this expanded view of the resource. If you expand 
the resource to include not only the results, as the Parks Service would say “what 
has come down to us in history,” but also what made it possible for that building 
to come down to us in history, if you look at the meaning or the body of knowl- 
edge, the building culture of which it is a part, then how would that building have 
an addition, if you looked at it from within that building culture? 


Carey: There’s a real point in Standard Number 3 — that a building must be seen 
as a record of its time and place. Now what is the time of a building? 


Loversidge: Is it the time it was built? Is it the time that somebody famous lived 
there? Is it the time that an addition was built? 


Semes: Or is it 10 years from now? Does the resource have a future? 


Loversidge: But doesn't that standard come from the Paul Revere House? You 
know, that was restored to the wrong time. I mean it was restored to way before he 
lived there, and so he wouldn't have recognized it. The only reason it was restored 
was because of him. So what “time” is probably varies from building to building. 


Semes: But then again that's probably taking restoration in a strict sense as a 
model, and if we are looking at rehabilitation rather than restoration, then to see 
the building strictly as a document of its time is too limited because you have to 
see the building as something that changes over time. 


Loversidge: The buildings culture, I think, is a better way to describe it than the 
building’s time. 


Semes: And culture can continue. 


Byard: Culture is such a difficult word because it means anything you please, but 
surely one of the issues is simple differentiation — so you can tell the real thing from 
something else. When “of its time" came in, it was a piece of modern expression 
and modern writing that you had to distinguish one thing from the other. Beyond 
that, Pm not sure what it means. 


Carey: Let look at another building: the Renzo Piano addition to the Morgan 
Library in New York City. 


Byard: Piano was at the Architectural League the other night and it was very, very 
nice because he showed this. The only thing I think will disappoint is that it's a lit- 
tle bit corporate, but he said something very funny. He said, "They just havent 
learned to do an exhibition there, it's still а library.’ Its a wonderful thing. You have 
to back up and start from the whole building. Of course, what do you do with the 
entry? And the crucial thing to understand was that nobody from the public was 
ever supposed to go in that front door. That was Mr. Morgan’s toy. It was his villa. 
He left his house, walked down the sidewalk and went in the front door. It was only 
used by Morgan, it was his private villa for enjoying his stuff. So that was never a 
public entry. 


Semes: The annex used to be the public entrance. When the library was opened 
to the public, that was the public entrance.

Byard: Right, exactly. 
Semes: And there was a beautiful link here with a Palladian window. 


Byard: І disagree. It’s just a dumb thing that went from one to the other. Pianos 
addition is so much subtler as a way of distinguishing... 


Semes: You think that’s subtle? 


Byard: Deeply subtle, and if you see past it, it has proportions of its own. It’s a lit- 
tle treasure box, and it sets off the old building in a way that the old one, just 
slumped into the back, never did. And so you then see the corner of the old build- 
ing, and the problem now is it’s a different institution, and the public face of the 
public institution now is on Madison Avenue. What he does is he makes a kind of 
democracy. There are three existing buildings and he adds three more and he sort 
of out-votes the old ones, but it’s all very democratic. It’s not one big thing. 


Semes: One of the things that’s interesting formally about this is, if you look at 
Piano’s big box at the entrance and you look at the smaller box on the side, you'll 
notice that they're all proportioned in six bays or four bays or some even number, 
which puts a column in the middle, separating it immediately from McKim’ 
facade, which you'll notice is always proportioned in threes. The reason it's propor- 
tioned in threes is to create a strong center. What Piano does is to preclude a strong 
center by virtue of the column in the middle and that’s something that architects 
traditionally did to create a blank. A Palladian five-bay facade has a center bay, two 
links and then end pavilions. If you look at McKim’s facade, there are five bays: 
there's a link, a link, a center bay and then two end pavilions. You'll notice all three 
of the main sections have three bays, which center them. The links each have one 
bay. Now Palladio, if he'd stretched this out, would have maybe put two bays in the 
links. The use of а two-bay or a four-bay composition kills the center, which 
means the emphasis goes to the centers of the three bay pavilions. What Piano has 
done is hes made a main entrance that refuses to be a center. 


Byard: Which is part of the point. 


Semes: Which is part of the point, perhaps, but what’ interesting to me is that 
both of these original buildings and even the townhouse around the corner are 
speaking the same language. Piano’s building is speaking a foreign language and, 
for my money, that means that all it can do is act as a kind of prosthetic device that 
links these three buildings together. It cannot join them — it just acts as a kind of 
conduit for the three of them. 


Carey: Let's look at this in terms of resource. What was the resource, and is the 
resource protected by this? 


Loversidge: I think it’s absolutely protected. It stays away from it, particularly the 
really nice building on the right. It is a gem and a jewel like it always was. It's got 
to be the way that he thought of it, as a personal treasure box. 


Byard: Right. 
Loversidge: It’s still absolutely that. You still don’t get to go in the front door. 


Semes: I would say that this does correspond to a view of the resource that is really 
very strictly limited to the material artifact, and it believes that the only way that 
you can touch that artifact is with glass. 


Byard: It’s all about showing off the asset in the best possible light and to honor 
it essentially by holding it up — “look at it, here it is.” It’s more consistent with the 
whole point of it, rather than to deny the object and to say you are honoring it. 


Semes: I think the best way to honor the object is to keep it part of the world 
we live in today. I think that glass has become a kind of crutch. 1 think we turn 
to glass as a way of joining things together — as a way of not joining them, as a 
kind of apostrophe. 


Byard: The glass here reveals the corner of the old building, which has not been 
revealed for a long time. What does it do to the resource? It allows you to see it as 
the little block it was supposed to be. Now that’s a contribution surely to what one 
can get out of the block. 


Semes: I have to say I found the interior space extremely disappointing. I really 
thought that it would be far more satisfying. 


Byard: Well it is a perfectly beautiful volume — it is a bit sad that there’s nothing 
in it. Is that the time? m

BOSTON IS A CITY JUSTLY PROUD and appreciative of its well-preserved 
historic architecture, ranging from the elegant Neoclassical late-18th and early-19th- 
century Federal and Greek Revival row houses on Beacon Hill to the early- 
20th-century eclectic revival styles found in the surrounding neighborhoods. 
When a rare new traditional building springs up in the city (usually a replacement 
structure), contemporary Bostonians are not shy about speaking up, even filing 
lawsuits if and when they find their new neighbor does not meet their expecta- 
tions of proper decor, or appropriateness, 
within their beloved historic districts. 
The Hotel Commonwealth in the 
citys Kenmore Square, designed by E.

nity to create a proper Classically inspired 
landmark building in the heart of an archi- 
tecturally rich urban historic district. 

Completed in 2004, the four-star 
$72-million Hotel Commonwealth is a mixed-use project with 150 luxury hotel 
rooms, seven meeting rooms, 13 retail shops including galleries, florists and bou- 
tiques (both along the street and within the building on the second, or piano nobile 
level, in the form of a galleria), two upscale restaurants fronting the south side of 
Commonwealth Avenue and a reconstructed entrance to an underground MBTA 
subway station. Boston University (BU) joined forces with developer Great Bay 
Holdings, a partnership of Frank Keefe, Terrence J. Guiney and Dennis Callaghan, 
to create this “European style” grand hotel near its campus. 

One of the primary goals of this project was the revitalization of Kenmore 
Square, which, along with other parts of Boston, had deteriorated into seediness and 
dereliction by the 1970s. In its heyday during the 1930s and '40s, the square had 
been an active hotel center for visiting sports teams and a home for dentists’ and 
doctors’ offices. One of the attractions of the area is Fenway Park, built in 1912. It 
sits directly across the sunken Mass Turnpike Extension to the rear of the hotel. 

While money flowed into the more upscale Beacon Hill, Back Bay and South 
End neighborhoods during the 1980s and '90s, Kenmore Square was forgotten, 
until now. These neighborhoods provided examples of how well-preserved historic 
urban environments conceived in the 18th and 19th centuries can continue to play 
a vital role in promoting an active and vibrant civic life in the 21st-century. The 
early French Academic and Second Empire styles are predominant in the Back Bay 
proper (approximately bounded by Arlington Street to the east, Beacon Street to 


Great Bay Holdings, Boston, MA, 
with Boston University 
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the north, Massachusetts Avenue to the west and Boylston Street to the south), 
consisting of approximately 40 percent of its building stock. 

The Kenmore Square project hoped to follow these examples. It was initiated 
in 1986 when BU, in conjunction with the city and local neighborhood groups, 
produced a master plan (updated in 1997) making the revitalization of the square 
one of its main priorities. 

An early sensitive proposal from Great Bay Holdings, and one of the partners, 
Dennis Callaghan, who had earlier refurbished the historic Equinox hotel in 
Manchester, VT, proposed renovating a row of eight existing BU-owned five-story 
1892 brownstone bow-front townhouses, keeping their facades intact and infilling 
both ends with new construction. The agency in charge of reviewing and approv- 
ing new development within the city, the Boston Redevelopment Authority 


The retail storefronts marching along the Commonwealth Avenue facade would be more invit- 
ing to pedestrians had sidewalk entrances to each of the shops been provided (planters and 
street furniture would also help organize the wide walkway), rather than guiding the public 
into the interior mall through an unfriendly portal. The dressed rusticated base that was clad 
with precast concrete panels, historically used to recall exposed stone foundations, could 
have been further developed with deeper and more robust profiles utilizing French precedents 
for a less thin appearance. 


(BRA) turned this down, noting that the formerly residential townhouses had been 
altered beyond recognition by their contemporary retail and office uses. So the town- 
houses, along with four adjacent structures, were demolished to make way for the new 
luxury hotel designed to serve as the anchor for the rehabilitation of Kenmore Square. 

There was some public opposition from citizens and local neighborhood groups, 
but this was mitigated by the promise of the new historically appropriate hotel with 
replacement sidewalk retail shops. It should be noted that the Back Bay Architectural 
Commission (BBAC), which faithfully reviews all new construction and renovation 
in the public view of historic structures for historic appropriateness within the Back 
Bay Historic District, does not have jurisdiction in Kenmore Square. Its jurisdiction 
ends at Charlesgate East, a block east of the project site. The BRA was the primary 
design review agency for the city. 

In late 2002, however, when the six-story construction curtain was finally 
removed, the public and city officials saw the completed facade for the first time. 
The local residents and the BRA were both shocked at the facade, which was quite 
different from the promises of the early renderings. The developers had made an 
ill-advised attempt to "value-engineer" the exterior materials by using inexpensive 
yellowish fiberglass panels and by simplifying many of the fenestration details, 
including providing faux dormers that were not even connected to the roof. A 
flurry of angry letters from local residents published in The Boston Globe, and a 
neighborhood newspaper, the Back Bay Courant, declared that “BRA May Not Let 
Hotel Open” and added that the hotel would not get their occupancy permit until 
the city “approves the exterior design.” 


The detailed view of the main front entry block demonstrates a lack of basic appreciation of what makes a traditional 
period building both Classically authentic and timeless. Under-scaled quoins, faux double-hung windows set in panelized 
precast concrete bays and the fagade, dated Postmodern dormer surrounds and faux mansard roofs with their undevel- 
oped cornices and missing dormers all reveal a misinterpretation and misunderstanding of both Classicism and the 


French Second Empire style.

After a $5-million facade facelift 
that the developers agreed to do, the 
hotel, as finally completed, still has the 
thin panelized feel of a scaled cardboard 
model literally blown up to full size. De- 
spite the subsequent upgrading (from fi- 
berglass to cast stone, the reconfigura- 
tion of the faux dormers, the addition 
of additional window openings, the use 
of real copper roof flashing, et al.), the 
overall finished design of the hotel lacks 
the basic understanding of what the 
French Second Empire actually is. If 
Ahearn|Schopfer had used that style's 
system of elements, proportional systems 
and fenestration schemes as a sound basis 
for the architecture — whether as a pure 
imitation of the original style or a mod- 
ern invention within the rules of that 
language — it would have produced a more archeologically accurate and thus more 
pleasing neighbor in Boston’s historic Kenmore Square. 

The hotel was described in “Renewing Kenmore,” by Thomas C. Palmer, Jr., 
in the January 3, 2003 issue of The Boston Globe, as *semi-ornate French Second 
Empire architecture [that] will recall a rich era when stately hotels shared space 
with residences along the outer reaches of Bostons Commonwealth Avenue" 
Ahearn | Schopfer’s own website adds that “The project has been conceived in a 
demeanor and style appropriately fitted to the bustling urban context of historic 
Commonwealth Avenue.” 

In discussing the design of the Hotel Commonwealth itself, a primary ques- 
tion comes to mind. Should the design of a contemporary building in a period 
style within a historic district be authentically Classically informed, or is abstract- 
ing and simplifying generic traditional elements not related to any specific stylistic 
syntax appropriate and acceptable? 

In a 375-year-old city where historical architecture is so highly valued by its 
citizens, the former approach would have been the most appropriate response for 
this particular building. For the Hotel Commonwealth, the architects chose not to 
design the building in a Classically correct mid- to late-19th-century Second 
Empire style of Napoleon III (as their public statements implied), but rather as a 
modern and abstracted reinterpretation of what they erroneously viewed as 
Second Empire. The results of this “modernizing of a dusty old style” appears to 
have induced a general dissatisfaction among a sizeable portion of Back Bay and 
Kenmore Square residents, even after an expensive facade facelift. 


The simple rear facade of the building, facing both Fenway Park and 
the sunken Mass Turnpike Extension, clearly illustrates the thinness 
of the primary facade treatment at the corner where the tiny quoins 
simply terminate. At a minimum, this ^wallpaper" should have 
wrapped around this corner and ended at the building's restroom 
core projection to at least complete the block. 
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If not using strictly Classical French Second Empire proportions, fenestration 
composition conventions, ornament, decorative details, etc., then, at a minimum, 
the architects should have conducted the extensive research necessary to fully 
understand this particular style in depth, and only then, carefully extracted and in- 
vented from that base knowledge. Even if greatly simplified and reduced (budget 
constraints being the only valid excuse), the historically accurate “bones” of the 
French Second Empire style would have still shown through and provided the 
building with a layer of genuineness and legitimacy. 

It is not just the tacking on of Classical columns and traditional looking mold- 
ings here and there (or in this case, providing a faux mansard roof) that define a 
Classical building. It is an underlying structure that addresses the basic Classical 
design tenets, or canons, as described by Vitruvius and later expanded by Alberti, 
Palladio and many others. Classical architects utilize the grammar of moldings and 
other traditional elements to define specific functions: crowning, supporting, bind- 
ing, separating and buttressing. This attention to the basic time-tested principles of 
Classical architecture is what endows a well-designed traditional building with that 
special quality of concinnity, the ethereal feeling that it is “just right.” 

The succession of stacking rounded bay windows marching along the length 
of the principal facade on Commonwealth Avenue has no direct reference to the

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Second Empire style, which generally used large framed French casement windows 
instead. These bays may rather have been inspired by the nearby Somerset Office 
Building (and condominiums) at 390 Commonwealth Avenue, built in 1908. 
While a fine example of the early-20th-century French Revival apartment build- 
ing, it is not Second Empire. 

If one were to compare and contrast this century-old building with the Hotel 
Commonwealth side by side, it would be immediately apparent to even the most 
casual observer that the earlier building has a depth, authenticity and substance that 
the new hotel does not. The ornamentation of the Somerset Buildings facade gives 
the impression of being carved out of the material the building was made of, while 
the Hotel Commonwealth looks like what it is, a steel structure with a curtain wall 
of thin cast-stone panels and a face-brick skin one wythe thick. 

Common characteristics of the Neo-baroque French Second Empire style 
include a double-pitched mansard blue-slate roof with piercing dormers (clearly 
defining the attic floor level as being occupied space); paired engaged columns 
framing important entrance openings or facades; deep and sculptural surrounds 
framing entrances, windows and doors; and architectonic ornamentation, such as 
quoins and oeuil de boeuf (bull's eye windows). All serve the purpose of making the 
structure appear substantial, imposing and grand. In addition, the facade is usu- 
ally organized with projecting 
horizontal entablature and cor- 
nice string courses at each and 
every floor level, with real or 
implied super-positioned en- 
gaged columns supporting those 
entablatures. The windows are 
generally large, either flat-topped or rounded (Italianate influence), and framed 
individually with either aedicules or richly sculptured surrounds. The uppermost 
mansard roof cornice would be the deepest of all the entablatures, and may have 
large brackets, either paired or marching along underneath the corona, which is 
also indicative of the use of Victorian Italianate (aka Bracket Style) motifs. 

The flamboyant Victorian Second Empire of the 1870s has its roots in the ear- 
lier Neorenaissance French Academic style of the late 1850s and '60s, in which the 
majority of the relatively chaste Back Bay townhouses were designed, where basic 
Classical architecture motifs were widely used. None of these features exist (even 
in abstracted forms) in the new hotel's design. If the intent was to design the struc- 
ture as French Second Empire, there are numerous examples throughout the Back 
Bay proper that would have readily informed the architects how to design the 
hotel's facades, or even how to reinterpret the style with variations on a theme. 

Even as currently designed with no singular stylistic reference, but as an 
attempt to traditionalize a contemporary building by applying random Classical 
parts, the hotel would have more visual interest if more attention had been paid to 
creating the fictive illusion of depth and substance within the facades. In addition, 
further development and enrichment of the design of the cast panels, windows 
(with their wide but thin metal contemporary storefront-style framing and mul- 
lions), too-thin and not totally resolved rusticated base and other architectonic trim 
and ornamentation was needed to give the hotel more historic validity. 

The hotel's version of the mansard roof would have been more convincing if 
the detailing, proportions and design of authentic Second Empire mansard roofs 
and their elegantly enclosed dormers had actually been studied. As built, it appears 
far too simplified and rather like a stage set with a sloped shingled wall hiding roof- 
top mechanical equipment, resembling a roof of a Las Vegas or Disneyland version 
of a French building. 

The building itself and its surrounding historic urban neighborhood would 
have been far better served if a rigorous academic approach to period authenticity 
had been utilized in its design, or alternatively, if the building had even been 
designed strictly as a pure modern edifice. If budget constraints had necessitated a 
relatively clean and ordered facade with a minimum of decorative ornament 
(though at $74 million, there appears to have been an adequate budget for the proj- 
ect), but with historically accurate and properly proportioned fenestration, trim and 
details, then the Back Bay’s predominant and relatively chaste and Classical residen- 
tial style, French Academic, would have been a viable alternative approach. 
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Evoking images of French Art Nouveau in the metal railing design, the stairway leading to the 
third floor meeting rooms has an elegance of restrained modern French interior design. 


Compromise or mitigation between Modernism and Classicism is а tricky 
path for contemporary architects trained in Modernism, as their buildings usually 
end up as just that — unstudied compromises. The result is usually architecture that 
has been dumbed down, lacking any real meaning or authenticity. Attempts to 
"traditionalize" a contemporary building by applying easily recognizable Classical 
motifs such as columns and moldings without a thorough understanding of Clas- 
sical architecture and a particular period style, often result in a building which is 
neither modern nor Classical, but actually something worse — kitsch. 

By reducing and abstracting Classical elements to a basic kit of parts, the archi- 
tect willfully ignores symmetry (proportional relationships of parts), eurythmia 
(pleasing appearance of those parts) and decor (appropriateness), creating a sort of 
faux architecture. If the Modernist architect attempting to design a Classical build- 
ing, despite his or her good intentions, does not have an in-depth understanding 
of what Classical architecture is, he or she can, out of ignorance, dilute meaning 
from time-tested Classical forms. This architect designs traditional buildings with a 
sort of "soullessness;" devoid of subtle shadows and changes of plane, meaningful 


The composition of the main facade of the hotel room wing on Commonwealth Avenue would 
be more historically authentic if the non-French Second Empire bays were deleted, the dormers 
were designed as part of the mansard roof attic level using the French hótel particulier as a 
model, and if Classically correct horizontal cornice string courses with real or implied orders at 
each floor level had been utilized. In addition, the windows should be taller and designed as 
French casements, and be inset in deep sculptural surrounds, similar to those of the Executive 
Building in Washington, DC, and numerous other Second Empire examples. As built, this 
facade has the appearance of a contemporary mid-rise apartment building, albeit dressed in 
paper-thin 1980s Postmodern clothing. 
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The main reception lobby of the hotel was designed with an interesting and well-coordinated 
mixture of interpreted modern French motifs, furniture, fabrics and color palettes. The space 
has a rich but calm ambiance, ideal for just relaxing away from the hustle and bustle of the 
city or simply meeting friends and family for casual conversation. 


implied structure and without a sense that all the Classical components are com- 
ing together in a careful and logical manner. The result is not a unified and clear 
composition that makes sense. 

The luxury hotel itself is highly rated (4 diamonds by AAA), as are the two 
gourmet restaurants, with their seafood and French cuisine offerings. The retail 
shops have been unfortunately gentrified into Newbury Street-style boutiques and 
do not cater any longer to the student population of BU. Kenmore Square has, 
however, benefited with the hotel serving as a contributing background building. 
Along with the sidewalk restaurant and retail shops, the square is enlivened with its 
human activity. The building itself, however, is a clear product of unstudied 
Classicism, and thus falls short of what it could have been. 

The elegant interiors of the hotel, in marked contrast to the uninformed exte- 
rior design, were handled with much more sensitivity. The urban luxury hotels 
public spaces, meeting rooms, interior retail arcade, restaurants and guest rooms all 
convey an elegant and cohesive modern French-themed approach in its detailing 
and decoration. The material and color palettes appear rich and luxurious, without 
being overdone. 

As a mixed-use building in the heart of the vibrant city of Boston, the Hotel 
Commonwealth may succeed in fulfilling its intended uses, but Ahearn |Schopfer 
and Associates ultimately missed a rare and golden opportunity to design a Classically 
correct landmark building. A more pleasing building could have added substantially 
not only to the real-life catalogue of the various period styles of the historic fabric 
of the Back Bay, but also would have encouraged more high-quality Classically 
inspired new buildings to be built in Boston and elsewhere in the country. re

learned from previous generations to create beauty in the built environment.

If you are one of the winners of a Palladio Award for 2008, you will receive a Palladium - 

the cast-bronze trophy emblematic of the program, designed, sculpted and cast 

by the artisans at Historical Arts & Casting, Inc., West Jordan, UT, - at the 

annual Traditional Building Exhibition and Conference. You will have the opportunity to 

give an illustrated presentation of the project at the conference and the project 

will be published in the June 2008 issue of Traditional Building. 

Winning projects will also be highlighted for 12 months on the Palladio Awards website.

ear after year, Acanthus Press produces must- 

buy monographs on topics that the major 

art-book publishers apparently consider un- 

profitable. Every time I receive Acanthus's 
forthcoming titles list, I'm amazed. You mean no one’s 
yet monographed houses by John Russell Pope or Hor- 
ace Trumbauer, or Maison Jansen’s interiors, or apart- 
ment buildings by Rosario Candela? 

Among the most surprising longtime gaps in the lit- 
erature that Acanthus has just filled is Carrére & Hastings. 
Why has the firm only been the subject so far of а few 
dissertations? Was the work too varied, the gentlemanly 
partners too uninterested in fame or were the best surviv- 
ing buildings too far-flung or too often privately owned 
and difficult to access and research? 

Acanthus brought in four historians to cover a 600- 
commission oeuvre, located in some 30 states and nine 
foreign countries (including Mexico, Cuba, Paraguay and 
China). Their stylistic repertoire encompasses various Ren- 
aissances (Venetian, Italian, French, Spanish), a few of the 
Kings Louis (XIII, XIV, XV), Georgian and Régence, 
spiced with a little Shingle, Federal and the occasional 
Italo-Aztec. The architects’ feats are all the more impressive 
considering that John Merven Carrére (1858-1911) died 
so young, and Thomas Samuel Hastings (1860-1929) mi- 
cromanaged so obsessively. 


In 1905, Carrére & Hastings designed a ferry terminal in Staten Island that linked to railroad 
and trolley lines. Limestone pylons with pyramidal caps framed frosted-glass hoods for the 
ferry slips and docks. A pier fire destroyed the building in 1946. 
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Carrère & Hastings’ masterpiece, the New York Public Library, was built atop a former reservoir and finished just before 
Carrère’s 1911 death in a car accident. Egg-and-dart moldings outline its majestic, austere stair hall. 


They met in 1880 while students at the Ecole des Beaux-Arts, then appren- 
ticed together at McKim, Mead & White. When they formed Carrère & Hastings 
in 1884, they at first eked out a living on “occasional drafting work farmed out to 
them by their staunch supporters Charles McKim and Stanford White,” writes 
William Morrison. Carrère and Hastings, fortunately, both had auspicious upbring- 
ings. Hastings’ father, a Presbyterian pastor in midtown Manhattan, tended a con- 
gregation of plutocrats including Florida real-estate maven Henry M. Flagler and 
banking tycoon E.C. Benedict. Carrère was a well-traveled cosmopolitan of 
Portuguese, French, Scottish and Irish descent; born in Brazil, he was schooled first 
in New York and then at a posh Swiss boarding school. 

The personality flaws of both Carrère and Hastings were likewise well 
matched: neither would have thrived in solo practice. Hastings was bookish and 
somewhat cold; at age 40, he married Benedict’s daughter Helen. A thousand 
guests attended their wedding, and her veil was trimmed with diamonds. The cou- 
ple had no children, and she focused on horseback riding at their Long Island 
estate. Her husband, writes Mark Alan Hewitt, “spent most of his time in Manhat- 
tan, either working or cultivating his collections of rare maps and books.” 

At the office, Hewitt notes, Hastings didn’t just hand rough sketches to his 
30-odd staffers, but rather “drew all his design concepts in fully drafted, ‘hardline’ 
tracings in the manner of a Beaux-Arts esquisse, or schematic design.” Hastings 
agonized so long over every ornament, Charles Warren writes, that accounts have 
survived of “Carrère quietly removing drawings from Hastings' drafting board to 
end interminable refinement and revision." 

Carrére was the hearty big-picture guy. He supervised the four-story town- 
house office and took on large-scale assignments for city plans or world's fair 
attractions. He helped found and run nonprofit groups including the AIA, the New 
York Art Commission and the American Academy in Rome. He pushed to 
improve the lot of the entire architectural profession, calling for fairer competitions 
and more informed and flexible building codes. 

Carrére was a bit of a hothead, too. Friends described him as “childlike in his 
capacity for enthusiasm,” known for “fearlessness in speaking the truth under all 
conditions”; the architect was also plagued, Warren adds, by “extravagant generos- 
ity and a short temper.” (He married a compatible spirit, a Texas-born real-estate 
investor named Marion Sedonia Dell, and built an estate in suburban New York for 
her, with pinwheel-plan wings foreshadowing Frank Lloyd Wright.) 

This two-volume study combines extensive biographies with analyses of two 
dozen building types, including hotels, theaters, city halls, libraries, bridges and 
tombs. For each type, the authors examine dozens of examples, pointing out where 
the architects followed precedents and where they broke with tradition. Carrére’s 


grand gestures of boulevard grids and broad malls receive as much attention as 
Hastings’ treillage-lined breakfast rooms, urn-and-swag window trim and seashell- 
shaped doorknobs. The authors are frank about which clients were megalomaniacs 
or cruel to their families, and which designs turned out “dry and somewhat stiff" 
or "so simple and dignified as to appear inevitable" 

The historians' research was so exhaustive that the bibliography contains such 
eye-glazing items as municipal reports on traffic congestion and a periodical called 
“Insurance Press.” Most of the illustrations were excerpted from vintage publica- 
tions or archives. The grainier originals, alas, have not reproduced well. Equally 
frustrating, the captions don’t give dates, and it’s not always clear which structures 
are extant. The authors did provide floor and site plans for most projects, and these 
sometimes huge renderings were especially susceptible to fuzziness when shrunk 
and converted to black and white. 

The book5 appendices, though, more than compensate for such minor visual 
flaws. A poignant chronology shows the workload fading in the 1920s. Carrère had 
died in 1911 from injuries suffered in a car accident on Madison Avenue — he was

riding in a taxicab that was totaled by a trolley. Hastings died of appendicitis in 
1929, a few days before the Great Depression ruined many of his clients. This book 
closes with a list of Carrére & Hastings' staff members, including some pivotal fig- 
ures in the keeping of the 20th-century traditionalism flame: Chester Holmes 
Aldrich, William Adams Delano, Mott B. Schmidt, cathedral specialist Emmanuel 
Louis Masqueray, artist N.C. Wyeth, historian Talbot Hamlin. 

Out of the ashes of Carrére & Hastings, three alums formed Shreve, Lamb & 
Harmon and promptly designed the Empire State Building. Some Modernist 
innovators — Bernard Maybeck and Emery Roth — also emerged from the firm. 
Acanthus has published a long-overdue tribute to a cornerstone practice that 
shaped the American skyline, and the books are sensibly, durably slipcased in navy 
fabric to be cornerstones of your library. m

Renovatio Urbis 


Palladio's Venice: Architecture and Society 
in a Renaissance Republic

he title of Тасу E. Cooper's 

sumptuous book, Palladio* Venice, 

could have easily been reversed, 

for this fascinating and beautifully 
illustrated work is primarily concerned with 
La Serenissima, or La Dominante, as she was 
also called in the latter half of the 16th cen- 
tury, when her finest architect was involved 
in a wide range of building activity. Simi- 
larly, the first two terms of the subtitle, Archi- 
tecture and Society in a Renaissance Republic, 
could have also been inverted, as the author's 
principal vehicle for examining Palladio's 
Venice is the city's different types of patrons 
and their complex social networks. 

Admittedly, as Cooper notes in her 
preface, the study of patronage as a means 
of assessing the cultural achievements of a 
society is nothing new. Ever since Abbot 
Suger described his account of the building 
of St. Denis just outside of Paris (1140s), 
patronage has been understood as a politi- 
cal virtue. Leon Battista Alberti argued in 
his treatise on the art of building (De re aed- 
ificatoria, 1485) that there is nothing more 
noble, aside from virtue, than gifted civic 
activism. It comes as no surprise then that 
the study of patronage — the idea that his- 
tory and art history are reciprocally related 
— has become a standard academic ap- 
proach to evaluating cultural excellence. 
Yet Palladio' career in Venice has not been 
adequately examined from this perspective. 
Only his major churches there, S. Giorgio 
Maggiore, S. Francesco della Vigna, and Il 
Redentore — a fraction of what he had 
hoped to achieve — have been given any considerable attention. Therefore Coopers 
clever structure, with an emphasis on the larger context of the city's fabric and its 
rich patronage, rather than on the architect himself, posits a refreshing alternative 
to the *myth" of Palladio as a heroic genius and highly successful architect. 

It may very well be that Palladio was the most influential architect that 
Western Europe has produced. Certainly his much celebrated villas, palaces and 
churches attest to this resonance, and his reputation has been solidified largely 
through the publication of his bestselling I Quattro libri dell’architettura (Venice, 
1570). But Cooper’ suggestion that he is a kind of “Renaissance Rem Koolhaas" 
(ugh!) — an absurd claim, curiously inserted late in the book for reasons that are 
dubious at best — must be rejected. Aside from, perhaps, a handful of critics who 
believe that architects are somehow exempt from cultural context, most readers of 
architectural history — and lovers of Renaissance culture in particular — demand far 
more rigor in the study of architectural achievement. Fortunately, the preposterous 
comparison with today’s “delirious” architectural culture is the author’s only major 
gaffe. The rest of the book takes an altogether different approach, providing a com- 
pelling story of how an established architect struggles to enter a new market, and 
how a major Renaissance city in the midst of sweeping change responds to its self 
image (imago urbis) through “ideal vision[s] of urban architecture executed on a 
grand scale.” 

To do this, Cooper traces not only Palladio major churches in Venice, but also 
a wide range of partially built and un-built interventions in the city's fabric, includ- 
ing designs for ephemeral structures, civic pageantry, infill housing, renovations and 
repairs to existing buildings. Moreover, the network of people and institutions that 
employed Palladio — the Venetian State, its patriarchs, religious orders and charita- 
ble institutions such as schools and hospitals — provides a more profound under- 
standing of the complex relations between mecenati (patrons of the arts) and clienti 
(private allegiances). 

Cooper also examines Palladio’s intellectual activities by studying the Venetian 
book industry and its impact on his architectural ambitions. Associations with the 
humanist academics in Venice, such as Giangiorgio Trissino and Daniele Barbaro, 
set Palladio apart from other practitioners and put him in contact with the city's 
elite minds. Finally, the author includes a wealth of cultural artifacts including a

outbreak of the plague. 
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One of Palladio's major churches in Venice, Il Redentore on the island of Guidecca, accommodates multiple functions: a church, a site for 
state ceremonies and a separate monastic area. It was commissioned to invoke the aid of the divine to help protect Venice from a serious 


splendid selection of paintings (by many of Venice' greatest Renaissance masters) 
statuary, sketches, prints, photographs and subsequent reconstructions by archi- 
tects and historians throughout history, to provide a large canvas for the depiction 
of Venice' artistic culture in the late 16th century. The result is a large, heavy and 
portentous feast of civic architecture; big and small, public and private, sacred and 
secular — Albertian to the core and a far cry from the typologically structured 
monographs that usually comprise Palladio life and work. 

As impressive as the aim of the work is, it is important to keep in mind that 
aside from the major monuments and written works, none of Palladio Venetian 
projects provided him with the success that he had acquired in Vicenza and hoped 
to achieve when he first arrived in the city in the mid-1550s. This unexpected turn 
of circumstances is carefully examined by Cooper throughout the book, for archi- 
tectural ambition can be a double-edged sword. Already well-established in the 
terra firma for his country villas, palaces and public buildings, Palladio came to 
Venice with the hope of becoming its state architect or proto — a position that was 
firmly occupied by the great Jacopo Sansovino from the late 1530s to the 1560s. 
Palladio, perhaps naturally confident, assumed that he would succeed Sansovino, 
bringing to perfection the bella maniera of his predecessor with a much greater 
sense of classical rigor — an approach that clearly evolved from his many trips to 
Rome and studies of ancient monuments. 

The architectural culture of Venice at the time was clearly divided between 
the severita repubblicana (republican severity) of the vecchi (the elder generation) and 
the usanza nuova (new use) alla romana (in the manner of the ancient Romans) 
of the giovanni (the younger generation). The former was inclined to recognizable 
Venetian typologies and a sense of established power rather than the luxury of 
Roman grandeur. Palladio wanted to “vie with the ancients,’ providing Venice 
with an ideal vision of itself on a magnificent and unprecedented scale. 

Today, such distinctions between Classical architects who reinforce existing cul- 
tural and social paradigms and those who seek a renovatio urbis (urban renewal) may 
seem somewhat superficial and out of date. Both approaches are indeed part of the 
Classical legacy and established patterns that can be traced through every great peri- 
od of city building and architectural activity. It would be unfortunate to equate the 
“old” with the “obsolete” and the “new” with the “enlightened,” and to Coopers

credit she stays away from such simple classifications and instead 
explores the complex political, social and cultural forces that 
shaped both modes of thought and inevitably impacted Pal- 
ladio’s lesser-known commissions in Venice. 

Finally, there are the buildings, books and projects that 
constitute Palladio’s legacy in Venice. His major church com- 
missions — with their highly scenographic facades and com- 
plex planimetric arrangements — not only transformed the 
face of Venice, but also helped shape similar responses else- 
where in Italy with architects like Vignola in Rome and 
Galeazzo Alessi in Milan. Palladio’s followers in Venice, in par- 
ticular Scamozzi, Longhena, Muttoni and Massari, fulfilled 
his vision of transforming the city’s appearance and establish- 
ing the discipline of architecture as a noble profession. Equal- 
ly intriguing are the artists such as Veronese, Palma il Giovane 
and Tintoretto, who incorporated Palladian-inspired ele- 
ments in their work, giving new form to the very stories 
they were creating on canvas. Future artists such as Canaletto, 
Visentini and even Nicolas Poussin sought in Palladio an in- 
spiration that could only have come from a profound under- 
standing of his urban architecture. 

Cooper notes in her conclusion that "[t]he outcome of 
Palladio’s career in Venice led to his being addressed as Archi- 
tectus Illustrissimi Dominii Veneti (Architect of the Most Il- 
lustrious Dominion of the Venetians);" and here the emphasis 
is placed on the location rather than the individual. Seen in 
this light, it can be said that Palladio was not just one of the 
most influential architects who ever lived, but perhaps more 
importantly, also an urban architect of one of the greatest 
Renaissance cities that Europe has produced. It can also be 
argued that the lessons gleaned by examining Palladio work 
in Venice are valuable not only as historical documents but 
also as practical guides to contemporary architectural practice. 

Clearly, a better understanding of the cultural forces that 
help shape architecture today would result in a built environ- 
ment that is far healthier than the one we are currently fac- 
ing. If only more cities and architects were so disposed to 
civic virtue that they would uphold whatever can be most 
beautifully fitted out for the noble needs of mankind, then 
society and architecture could flourish again in a way not 
unlike that of the Renaissance Republic of Venice. This is 
indeed the material with which all architects — and contem- 
porary Classicists in particular — should be equipped. тв

Ely Jacques Kahn, Architect

uthors Jewel Stern and John A. Stuart have pro- 

vided a singular service with their important new 

book, Ely Jacques Kahn, Architect. Kahn, an over- 
> looked figure in recent decades, is justly depicted 
bs Seth and Stuart as a gifted artist who took traditional 
European methods of design into the brave new world of 
20th-century urban architecture in America. Their book — 
meticulously researched, cogently written and lavishly illus- 
trated — will not only raise Kahn’s reputation to the stature it 
deserves, but it will also create new respect and enthusiasm for 
the setback-style office buildings that were his specialty. 

Ely Jacques Kahn was born in New York City in 1884 to 
a Jewish family of mixed French and Austro-German extrac- 
tion and entered the Columbia University School of Archi- 
tecture in 1903. Kahn completed the program in less than 
four years and then studied in Paris at the Ecole des Beaux- 
Arts — an inevitable phase in his education. As he noted many 
years later: “When we, as young architects, thought of our 
future, it was automatic that, no matter what the problems, 
financial or otherwise, Paris was our goal and study at the 
Ecole des Beaux-Arts practically required.” 

Scores of American architects studied at this prestigious 
school between its founding in 1871 and the start of World 
War I. But along with his lessons at the Ecole, Kahn was also 
exposed to other, more radical aesthetic innovations of early- 
20th-century Paris. A special eye-opener for Kahn came 
from the American writer Gertrude Stein, no lover of the 
Beaux-Arts system, who chided the young architect at their 
first encounter. Kahn later described how she had spoken of 
him and his peers as “young old fogies who assembled bits of 
ancient architecture [...] I didn't like the jolt at the time but had the sense to real- 
ize that she had put her finger on a rather sensitive spot. American architecture 
at that precise moment and later, unfortunately, was still rummaging about the 
attic for satisfactory remnants that could carry on, desperately and in a losing 
fight, a false tradition of the Renaissance that was as foreign to us, actually, as 
Chinese ornament.” 

These issues became increasingly important for Kahn once he returned to the 
States in 1911. He became a partner in the Manhattan firm Buchman & Kahn in 
1917, when building design in New York City underwent a profound shift. Un- 
restricted commercial development in lower Manhattan had created extreme con- 
gestion and was depriving the area’s narrow streets of sufficient light and air. By 
1916 a new zoning restriction had been instituted, dividing the city into residen- 
tial, business and unrestricted districts, and controlling the height, bulk and area 
that a building could occupy on a lot. 
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For the Society of Beaux-Arts Architects Ball in 1931, architects donned costumes of their 
most celebrated buildings.

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Kahn regarded the Squibb Building, completed in 1930, as his masterpiece; it was an inventive yet restrained and ele- 
gant approach to the setback style of skyscraper design. 


Commercial lots fell mostly into what were known as “опе and a half times" or 
"two times" zones, in which the maximum building height available was either 150 
or 200 percent of the width of the street. Greater height was made available through 
the use of setbacks: For every foot that the building was set back from the street, it 
could rise an additional four feet in height. A buildings tower could obtain an unre- 
stricted height, provided it used no more than 25 percent of the area of its plot. 

For Kahn, the setback style was no setback at all: “[А] new style of architec- 
ture is being created that is so characteristic of New York that it would be more 
logical, by far, to call it a New York Style,” Kahn wrote in 1926. "The New York 
laws protecting property rights, light, and air have encouraged a new art by reason 
of the very restrictions they contain. [...] The fact that the zoning law performed 
its artistic feat without premeditation is merely one of the curious tricks of fate 
that makes the new style doubly fascinating.” Between 1919 and 1931, Kahn’s firm 
designed more than 40 major buildings throughout Manhattan, thanks to the city's 
building boom in the 1920s. His stylish, handsome, thoroughly modern setback 
skyscrapers came to typify the New York skyline (and inspired the futuristic city of 
Fritz Lang’ silent masterpiece Metropolis). By the end of the '20s Kahn was produc- 
ing such major designs as the Bricken Textile Building and the Squibb Building, 
simplifying their exteriors but grandly designing their majestic entrances and lob- 
bies, down to the ornate elevator doors, radiator grilles and mailboxes. 

Buchman & Kahn became The Firm of Ely Jacques Kahn in 1930, but the 
Great Depression was a death blow to New York’s building boom, and work for 
Kahn slowed in the ’30s. In 1940 he made Robert Allan Jacobs a partner, forming 
Kahn & Jacobs. During the war years, Kahn was also president of New York’s Mu- 
nicipal Art Society, advising on the city’s defenses, encouraging the construction of 
middle-class housing, and trying to rein the developments proposed by Robert 
Moses. Although identified with the setback style, Kahn also played an important 
role in the quintessential International Style Modernist skyscraper, the Seagram 
Building, as the associate architect to Mies van der Rohe and Philip Johnson. This 
and other sheer, lofty boxes of glass and steel avoided the setback restrictions by cre- 
ating ground-level plazas, arcades and malls that were open to the public. This wasn’t 
really Kahn’s cup of tea, and he retired from Kahn & Jacobs in 1965 at the age of 81. 

Today, more than 50 Kahn-designed buildings continue to thrive in New York 
City — an impressive record in a city obsessed with change. Kahn’s vision contin- 
ues to represent not just New York City but American urban architecture of the 
first half of the 20th century, and his legacy seems all the more impressive and 
beautiful with this first-class tribute written by Stern and Stuart. тв

A Message to the New Congress 


AMERICANS WENT TO THE POLLS IN NOVEMBER LAST YEAR TO ELECT A NEW 


Congress, but they will be sending their lawmakers to a place where the front door will soon be 


permanently locked to keep ordinary citizens out. The experience of visiting what Thomas Jefferson 


called the “Hall of the People” has been significantly diminished and is about to get worse. 


More than five years after 9/11, in an overzealous con- 
cession to security and congressional excess, our U.S. Capitol, 
a building the American public owns, is accessible only 
through a side entrance. The permanent solution to public 
access is a new visitors’ center. Started more than two decades 
ago to accommodate the increasing number of people wish- 
ing to tour the Capitol and, after 9/11, expanded to cope 
with security requirements, it will end forever the experience 
that the men who created both the Constitution and the 
Capitol intended. What had been an open-air ascent into the 
domed majesty of the Hall of the People will be become a 
forced march, under supervision, through an overly monu- 
mental underground bunker. 

Walking up the great center stairs of the Capitol is now 
— and will soon forever become — an anachronism. Those 
steps no longer lead to the seat of our government. Their 
functionality gone, they are a sad cul de sac, a path to noth- 
ing but a locked door. 

It hasn’t always been this way. Security concerns for pub- 
lic buildings are not new. After the War of 1812, President 
James Madison did not fortify the White House and Capitol

against another invasion. During the Civil War, the Lincolns 
continued to live in Washington, despite the city’s overt sym- 
pathy for the Confederacy. They refused to compromise the 
tradition of holding an open house every New Year's Day and 
Fourth of July and, in the face of an obvious and significant 
risk to their personal safety, welcomed all comers into the 
White House. For much of the 1930s, parts of the White 
House garden remained a public park. In no other era have 
we been denied direct and unfettered access to our buildings 
and our elected officials. American leaders used to be unwill- 
ing to compromise their belief that security must never be 
allowed to trump freedom, or to reveal to the world that we 
had lost confidence in our commitment to an open society. 
This took both courage and conviction. 

As an architect and immigrant, I believe that nothing 
better symbolizes my new country than the Capitol. Standing 
in the Hall of the People, surrounded by paintings telling the 
story of the Revolution and the creation of the nation, I feel 
privileged to be in the heart of the world’s most enduring

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House of Representatives — they are in secondary positions 
on either side — nor does it belong to the president, who is a 
full mile away at 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue. The Hall of the 
People is the living embodiment of the opening words of the 
Constitution — “We the People.” It, and they, inform the 
world that in this nation the people are the government and 
the Capitol is our building. Members of congress and presi- 
dents are elected representatives whose job it is to work for 
us. Both Washington and Lincoln referred to themselves as 
“servants of the people.” 

Now, in the interest of security, Americans’ right to 
encounter this glorious symbol of freedom has been revoked. 
Soon, the experience of walking up the Capitol steps and 
into the Hall of the People will be gone forever. The only 
exception may be the few exemplary Americans privileged to 
lie-in-state in the Rotunda. And they will enter in caskets. 

On Election Day, we exercised one of our most covet- 
ed rights — choosing who will represent us in Congress. And 
it should remind. us how important it is to remember that 
freedom is lost in small increments. Although we are fortu- 
nate to live in a nation where we can democratically elect 
our representatives, we must guard 
against any erosion of public access to 


our public buildings. Access stands for

We all recognize the need for ade- 
quate security to protect those who 
work in the Capitol and the facilities that welcome those 
who visit it. But we have to preserve our rights to photo- 
graph our buildings and to walk up the stairs of the Capitol 
and enter the Hall of the People through our own front door. 
Washington and Jefferson, and the visionaries who designed 
it, intended this act as the embodiment of the most funda- 
mental principle of our system of government. 

A recent poll suggested that only 16 percent of Americans 
approve of the job Congress is doing, tying the all-time low. 
Perhaps, if the new Congress wants to improve its image with 
the people it serves, it could start by finding a way to reopen 
the front door of the wonderful edifice it occupies to the cit- 


izens who own it. тв
